REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendment, previous 103(a) rejection over Yoneda et al'861 in view of Koguchi et 
al'244 and previous 1 03(a) rejection over Yoneda et al'861 in view of Koguchi et al'244 
and further in view of Okumura et al'21 8 are hereby withdrawn. None of these prior arts 
teaches or suggests present room temperature solid base, N,N-dimethylaminopyridine. 
Watanabe et al (5,876,900) lists dimethylaminopyridine as one of many examples for a 
hybrid amine (see col. 23, lines 22-54) and also lists triethanolamine as one of many 
examples for a carboxyl-bearing nitrogenous compound (see col. 24, lines 1-32). 
However, the reference does not teach or suggest that those two compounds can be 
used in combination in its resist composition, especially in the present ratio of present 
claim 8.
